ToDg Hak Rebels Seized and Be^ 
headed— Extreme Cold in 
Hanctiuria. 



Attempts to Conceal the Truth Re- 
srardiiif; the Loss at Fort 
Arthur. 



LoNDOiT, Jan. 8.— A Seoul dlipatoh aa^a 
that the Ktn;; of Korea yesterday formally 

declared the independence of Korea. A 
Fuaan dispatch aaya the inhabltanta of Kow 
Yo Kon, in Southern Korea, have aoizod 
and beheaded three principal Uadcra of tho 
Tong Hak rebels. Rebels aro Qeeing in all 
direotinna. 

Tokio, Dao, 31,— (By steamer China to 
Saa Franoiaoo Jan. G )— All trustworthy 
aigna now point to a speedy peace. Evonta 
hsvo marched with groat rapidity in the 
last two weeks. 

Tbe cold in Manchuria is Inteneo, tho 
average temperature of tho extreme north- 
orn outpoata being 13 degrees below zero. 
Tho auldiers eufff.r many diaoomforta, and 
many of the laborers have died from expos- 
ure. Freeh supplies of thick clothing are 
going forward in great quantities. 

Every effort is being made by offioials in 
the interior of China to oosoeal tbe truth 
with reapeot to Ihe loaa of Port Arthur, On 
a huge bulletin board betide the viceroy 'a 
reaidenoe at Nanking waa posted on Novem- 
ber 29 the notice declaring- that the Japan- 
ese had been defeated, with 10,000 alaio, 
and that the war waa about to ond. 

Seodi,, Deo, 20,— Since the departure of 
tho preoedlng mall a complete reorganiza- 
tion of the Korean govornment has taken 
place under Count Icouye'a enorgotio dicta- 
tion. The removal ot Tat Won Kun from 
tho prime rainlatry baa been followed by 
diaoloaurea implicating several members of 
the carinet in plots against the Japanese 
and In communioationa with the Chinese 
court. 

Several minlatera of tho govornment 
have been threatenod with uasaaslnation if 
thoy undertake aerioualy to carry out tho 
propoaed moaaurea for reform. An attempt 
to murder tho home miniator on Dooembor 
l.'i was defeated only by tho vigilance of 
Japanese employes on tbe police force. 

The Eoglish attaches in the Korean cus- 
tom homes have realized at last that China's 
dominion Ja at an end, and have aooepted 
offers of employment by the government of 
Korea. 

Koroahigo Kiyo, an oxporienood attache 
of tbe Japaneae finance department, has 
gone to Korea with a large atafl to examine 
the condition of the tceaanry and to formu- 
late plana of Teform.

London, Jan. 7 — Advleea from Mada- 
gascar, December 24, say the Hovas at- 
tacked and sacked Amboy, a moantaln sani. 
tarinm near Diego Sikurlez. 

Piirls nowapapora predict that the aeaalon 
of the chamber of deputloa for 1S!>5, which 
begins to-day, will be a stormy and eventful 
one. 

Ernest Garnot, son of the late President, 
has been elected a member of tbe French 
ohamber of deputies, reproaentiog Beifttonb, 
in the department or Goto d'Or. 

Fifteen Armeniana imprisoned at Shabin- 
karplsaar, Province of SIvub, charged with 
being 'concerned in polilic:U agitation, 
escaped and were puraued by troops, who 
ahot five. Tho others escaped. 

Gorault Richard, tho Socialist editor of 
the Chambord, who was recently imprieonod 
for inaulting Preaident Ciaimir Perier, has 
been eleotod a member of tho chamber of 
deputies for the first district of Paria by 
2 742 votcB, against 988 ciSt for M. Felix. 
Republican. In November laat M- Richard 
waa Bontenood to one year impriaanmenb 
and to pay a fine of 4,000 francs for pub- 
iiabing an article whioh the oonrb held to 
bo insulting to the president of the re- 
public. 

The direct ahipment of merchandise from 
Manchester to India and the Eaat was be- 
gun to-day. The ateamehip Hiapania left 
the Manchester decks with a cargo of 4,000 
packages and proceeded down the oanaL 

A Madrid dispatch asserts that aa a 
result of the recent negotlationi, a minimum 
tariff has been reaccorded to the United 
States by the Spanish government upon ex- 
ports from tbe United States into Cuba and 
Porto Bioo. 

The Swedish governmeab baa decided to 
raiao the dntiea on oom 15 oere per 100 
kiloa and on flonr to 6.60 oere. 



PoitT Townsend, Jan. 7. — The troaaury 
department recently requested the colleotor 
of ouatoma to transmit a compilation of 
Puget Sound sealing data to the aeoro- 
tary. It ia to bo used, it is auppoaed, in 
conneotlon with the proposed settlement of 
Canadian aealera' claima. The report ahowa 
that during tho last three yeara vesaola 
hailing from tho Sound have taken more 
than 17,000 akina. In 1894 sixteen oroighteen 
veaeela were engaged in aealing, and tho 
combined catches aggregated 5,022 akina. 
Each season's catch ahowa an increase over 
tho preceding year and indicatea that the in- 
duetry is growing, though somewhat slowly. 
The Indians at Neah bay have caught large 
numbers of the animals, and their proti- 

9noy appoara to have inoreaaed each year. 

Judge James G. Swan, a repreeentattve 
of the Smitbeonian institntion, Washing- 
ton City, who is probably the best author- 
ity on Boaling matters on the Paoifio Coast, 
says : " I coneidor our laws regarding fur 
seals aa a monumental hnmbng aystem, 
inaugurated aololy for the bfnefib of 
the Alaaka Commorolal Company, and 
their sucoesaorB, the preaont loaaoea of 
tho Pribyloir ialands and not for tho public 
good. It is true that tho government de- 
rives a rent from tho lesBooa of those islands, 
but when wo look at tho exponao of main- 
taining a fluot c f armed veaaola as a police 
pitrol in Behring eea and tho exponao of 
litigation and the sum of money to bo paid to 
Canadian voaoola for unlawful aoizuro, all 
tho vaunted bonofita of tho loaae of tho 
Pribylofif ialands dwindles into inalgnificanoo 
and tho oredibaideof tbe government ledger 
presenta but a aorry aighb. Wo aro told 
chat tho scala are deoreaaing in number and 
soon will be exterminated, as they wore 
said to bo at Cups Horn, and tho fiiots aro 
cited as parallel cosea. Tho [0»la wore 
driven from tho Cape Horn islands by the 
greed of tho huntora, aa thoy arc being 
driven from the Pribyloff ialands by the 
aotiona of the company themBclvea, but tbe 
fur aenla have net been exterminated at 
Cape Horn nor will they be exterminated 
when tbelaabone ie^kves tho Pribyloff islsnde; 
thoy will simply go to some other place. 
Tho Cape Horn fur soais have multipliod in 
incredible nambera on the South Shetland is- 
lands, and the Prlbylnfff ialand^^ 
aeala are roturniog to Copper ia 
land and the Japan ooaab. They will 
nob be extinguished, notwithstanding the 
howla of the fur dealera of San Francisco, 
bub they will surely be driven, from the 
Pribyloff ialands, The laws should be alter- 
ed cr amended so the public, and not a 
powerful monopoly, will ba benefitted. I 
bolievo that the same men who are protect 
ed on thq Atlantic as fishermen should be 
probootod on tho Paoifio, and not branded as 
piratea and poaohers."

CIVIC FINANCES. 

KevenneB and Expenditures of the City of Tic- 
torla Dnrlne Last Year. 

The financial statement of tho oity of Vic- 
toria for 1894, which appeiira in another

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PKOVINCIAL DEVELOPMENT. 

ffo THE Editor : — As the time draws 
near for the proro(;uing of the House of 
Aiseiiibly,soalBO drawsnearerthequestioa of 
theBritieh Pacific railway, whioh ic is under- 
■tood mnat come before the house at no late 
date. 

It) may not therefore be out of place to 
look at the matter in a calm and temperate 
manner, before the introduction of any 
meaiure dealing with this railway comes 
before parliament. In a paper road before 
thb Royal Colonial loatituto, London, Kog- 
Jand, in 1893, by Mr. Geo. M. Dawson, 
C.M.G , LLD, F.RS., is the following, 
which boars upon this matter, and which 
may bo new to some of your readers : 

"For fifteen yuuta or more I have been 
engaged ir. the exploration and geologioal 
examination of British Columbia, in con- 
neotioD with the geologioal survey of Can- 
ada, and havQ thuB enjoyed the opportunity 
of traverslDg and iospeotiog a large part of 
tbia proTinoe of Canada. 

**^J»itilll Colnmbin Id the largest Canadian 
]iroT!iice bb yet defined, and may bo de- 
scribed as possessing truly imperial dimen- 
sions ; its area ot 383,000 square miles is 
over three times that of the United King- 
dom, and greater than that of any other 
conntiy in Europe except Russia. AUhough 
it poasessea valuable fiuheries and remark- 
i^le reaoucoea in its forests, besides im- 
poxtant traote of arable and pastare lands, 
mruii of its prosperity must depend on the 
dsTelopment of its mineral wealth. . . . 
ib beoomea important to note and record the 
locall^ea in whioh rich alluvial deposits have 
bees found, even where the working of these 
liaa been abandoned by the plaoer miner. 
Their existence points to that of neighbor- 
ing deposits in the rook itself, whioh may 
be coefidently looked for, and which are 
likely to constitute a greater and more per- 
masent source of wealth than that afforded 
by their derived gold. 

"Reverting for a moment to the Cariboo 
district, where such notably rich deposits of 
alluvial gold have been found within a Urn- 
ittd area, and where very often the ttold ob- 
tained has been actually mixed with the 
quartz of of the parent veins, ib cannot bo 
donbted that these veins will before long bo 
drawn upon to produce a second golden bar 

T0»t. 

"Though the development of placer min 
ing in British Columbia began a new history 
for that groat region, raising ib from the 
Btatno of a ' fur country ' to that of an inde- 
pendent ojlony, and subsequently to that 
of a province of Cmada, there remained a 
pap to be bridged, in order that the pro 
'vince should begin to realize its proper 
place among the mining regions of the 
mild. It was necessary that railways 
riionld be oonstrncted to oonvey machinery 
and carry ores, as well as to bring to the 
metalliferous districts men who would not 
face the hardships of pioneer travel in the 
mountains, but who are in a position to em- 
bark the necessary capital in promising en- 
teipfhea. 

"For a portion of the province the con- 
itonotion oL the Canadian Paoific railway 
hka afforded these faoilitiei, but by far the 
larger part still awaita railway oommunioa- 
tien. Had the CP. R., In aooordanoe with 
•ane of the aurveya made for it, traversed, 
for inatance, the Cariboo diatriot, there oan 
be no doubb that we should have already 
beea able to note great devolopmenti there. 
There la no reason whatever to believe that 
the particular portions of B. C. now for the 
first time opened to mining by means of the 
CP.R. are richer in ores than other parts of 
the province, On the contrary, what has 
already been said of the Cariboo district 
affords prima facie evidence of an opposite 
diaracter." 

Mr, Dawson conoludei as follows : " Be- 
cansB a mountainous country, and till of 
late a very remote one, the developments of 
the resources of firitiah Columbia has 
hitherto been slow, bub tho preliminary dif- 
ficulties having been overcome, it is now, 
there is every reason to believe, on the verge 
of an era of prosperity and expansion of 
which it is diffioult to foresee the amount or 
the end," 

In this paper Mr, Dawson shows clearly 
Ua belief in the great fature of tho Cariboo 
diatriot, and I soarcely think that ib will be 
asserted that there is a more oompetflnt 
judge of its value in ony part of the Domin- 
ion. If then, wo agree to tho opinion of 
Mr. DawscQ, it must o'.ei^rly be seen that we 
smabpiit our belief into pracbioal operation 
ii we deaire-to reap the benefits, and, to do 
tUa, we must have a railway to craverae 
ihai sainiog diatriot and bring it into oloaer 
ceoneotion with the rest of the province and 
tho outside world. 

Now, closely connected with mlniuK is 
agrfcnitnro, for they are feeders to each 
other; and here we have in the Ohllooten 
country " the important traota of arable 
and pasture lands " mentioned by Mr. Daw- 
son. So that at the outset we have these 
two important factors to a anooeaaful enter- 
prise, closely adjacent to each other and in 
>he province. Having therefore the founda- 
tion of a practical scheme, the next thing 
wa roust look to is the means to carry it to 
completion. There is, of course, one way, 
and, if it were practicable, possibly tho best 
Tvay, viz : fur the province to build tho 
railway itself. But oan the province aCford 
it, and would it bo judicious if praotiouble 1 

Tho maj'irity of railwoyu have boon built 
by enterprises whioh arc diatiuct from gov- 
emroents, and probably tho same course 
tvonld bo tho best iu tho case of the British 
Pacific. Tho province can give land, it is 
Irno, but railway builders require more than 
this, and if we are oonsistent in our belief 
in the future of our country we must show 
the courage of our oonviotiona by helping 
pecuniarily as woU as by giving land. If wo 
bave no confidonco in ouraolvos, how oan wo 
expect others to have ifc ? And in this con- 
neotion ib may be pointed out that tho vari- 
ona membera in the houae, as roproaonting 
different diatriota, ahould romombcr that 
tbey represent only one part of the ma- 
dUsery of the whole, ao that when a mea- 
nre for the gocd of the country cornea up 
svery member ahould aink hia immediate 
intorcats in the intereati of thS whole, or if 
neceiisary concentrate the interest in one 
particular district, which will ultimately 
result in the interest of all the diatricty. 

It haa been said that time* are bad, and 
that for that reaaon wo should not go for 
ward. True, it wo hail no reserve ; but thru 
we huvo in tho reaourooa of tho country, 
and though things have been black and 
gloomy, it ia not a oharaotoriatio of tho 
Anglo-Saxon rao to hang back, but reao- 
Inlely to faco the dllfioulty and ovoroomo it. 
Once lot the world aoo that Hritiah Colum- 
biii means buaiiiesa in this matter and tho 
hitnro connection on tho other iiido of tho 
Hookies ia aaaured, and what is wanted ao 
badly — a aeuond trans continental route — 
will aooa ha no droain, but an accomplished 
fact.

THE SOCIAL REVOLUTION. 

TotiieEditoii :— ^our able, Interesting 
and seasonable leader lu yesterday's (Sun- 
doy) issue entitled " Tho Last Resort," I, 
like many others, read with muoh pleasure. 
In oonneotion with thesubjocb, ib used to bo 
a maxim with Indian traders to inculcate in- 
to and teach the Indiana to dosire artificial 
wants. By this means tho aborigines ex- 
changed their robes of skins for blankets, 
muokotn, painb and other things ; the female 
wants were red cloth, buttons, beads, look- 
ing-glasses and other ontioing luxuries. Tho 
education further had the cffoob of inducing 
the Indians to hunt more and beoome induE- 
trioua to obtain these artificial wnnta, whioh 
in thHir case may be oalled luxuries. By 
degrees nil thc^o and others have become 
neooasilica. Tho Indiana lost their primitive 
and natural methods of living and so bocame 
tributary to tno white man, enriching him, 
and from our sbandpoinb of civilizttioa ben- 
efiting themselvBS. 

It need scarcely bo added that tho most 
desired of these artificial wants were, and 
perhaps are, whisky, tobacco and cognate 
luxuries — poisons. These luxuries ioduocd 
artificial living, and with imported disqasos 
doubticBs killed a largo number, but many 
of those who remain, have advanced so far 
that they now desire " to make money " and 
become rich, some by labor, others by very 
questionable means. There are also a large 
number who may be ciUed poor, but are 
able to live in their natural and primitive 
manner by fishing, shooting, hunting and so 
forth. Ochera, however, ignore bhia and 
live a la civilized, with almilar Inzurious ar> 
tificial grants. 

The above lessons, which are before our 
very eyes and have happened within a very 
recent period, may ahed aotno light on our- 
selves and our ooursa of evolution from the 
primitive to our very advanced ooodition 
to day. It will be observed that' the civil- 
ized white man atill goes on like tho In- 
dian. He boa the same " artificial wants" ; 
the same desire for luxuries ; the same liking 
for finrry, whisky and bobaooo ; the same 
desire to get and have them, and, it may 
bo added, the same insane desire to make 
money, no matter how, provided ho makes 
it. This madness ia the cause of much of 
the dishonesty and rascality of to-day. It 
will be seen then that tho civilized white 
man is an advanced Indian, subject to tho 
same organio qualiblos us the native ; and, 
further, he has lost tho natural aptitudes 
for getting somethieg to eat to live on and 
clothe himself, by instinctive and natural 
means— in fact the white man of to-day is 
an artificial production. 

Now, sir, what is the chief reason why 
people do not favor land culture ? First, 
they hove lost their early love for simplicity 
and natural modes of living ; 2ad. The 
awful madness oftlimes " to make money," 
to accumulate riches, in order to be great, 
like an Indian chief ; to obtain luxuries, 
not by ordinary labor, thrift and economy, 
bub by any means, bonesb or dishonest. 
" Make money, honestly if you oan, but 
make money !" Ia there any definition of 
tho term " honesty " to day 1 Its anoienb 
meaning and practice have disappeared. In 
this respect the civilized white man has de- 
generated and gone back to his animal 
origin'— for all animals are, more or loss, to 
pub ib mildly, diaboneab. 

Of oourae the reaaon of this exodua from 
the land to oitiea and manufaoturing die- 
triots is prebby obvious. The exbraordioary 
growth of machinery, oommeroe and manu- 
faoturea ; ateamboata and railways carrying 
into the rural diatriots aoooanta of the rlobea 
of cities, luxurious living and ao forth, have 
turned many hesda. Tha madness extended 
to the agricultural population, to the aona 
of yeomanry and others — all rushed to the 
cities under tho delusion that they could 
easily make money there and live in luxury 
— luxurious ease. How many millions have 
been disappointed — how many are worse off 
than the workers on farms — how many have 
been reduced to abject poverty and beoome 
a burden on the oitiea, or auioidea ? Yeb 
the insanity increases. 

The manufaotureis have to vie with each 
other in oreating artificial wants ; to turn 
out novelties and captivating luxuries ; 
shams of all kinds and descriptions, lovely 
music, singing, dances and so forth. The 
shops teem with tempting ertifioial things. 
Everywhere there are inducements " to 
make money,'" to buy or to get them any- 
how, and BO the madness increases. The 
middle men reap the benefit, the poor pro- 
ducer is fieeoed all round; better (or him if 
he grew less and so be equally well if not 
better off. The middle man must make 
money out of them, no matter whether the 
producer bo ruined or not. The inaanity of 
the age then ia " to make money." Gam- 
bling in aomo shape or other ii the order of 
the day. Yet money ia only an article of 
exohange, and the man who raises a dollar 
from land is aa well off as the laborer in the 
city who earns a dollar by laboring for 
obhers. 

^hab a man of average strength can live 
on ten aorea of land by means of his own 
labor is a oertaloty. There are many oven 
close by our doors doing so now, and no 
doubt many more would do so if tho provin- 
cial government would clear bits of land, 
and so give assistaDC^ to procure a rural 
population. Many of those who havo good 
farms now around and within a low miles of 
Victoria commenced with a spado and u hoe 
and are now In an enviable condition ; 
others can do what thoeo pioneers have 
done, for pioneers aro as well olT bo-day as 
in by-gono times. Surely a man making a 
living on and off hia own land is bettor off 
than a man in a city earning u dollar now 
and again or reduced to bog for eoinothing 
to eat. The man on the land, by oultivnting 
it, puts his labor in tho ground and so adda 
perpetually to its value. 

If one spooks in this style to many thoy 
will reply, " There's no money in it ; wu 
cianot mako money in that way." Thn truth 
is they can and do make money, 'l int is 
to say, thoy niako a living, whioh ia ((juiva- 
lent to so muoh money. Thoy may not 
have many dollars in tho stocking, bub thoy 
will have a comfortable living and, moro 
thin this, bo independent, and not as hire- 
lings be begging for work or a meal. With tho 
prosant<madness f>ir making money by ono'a 
sv:ta or otherwise o«me tho desire of luxur- 
ies, finery and pleusurea, the attempt to ape 
tho conduct and display of those who havo 
riches, and the inordinate appetite for spir- 
ituous liquora and tobacco, whioh often 
causes a larger expenditure than that for 
food, and ia one cause of the farmers oom- 
plalnlng of not being able to live on the 
land. 

How to euro this niadnoaa I know not, 
but ib will euro iienlf, porhupa, after many 
yoara ; but in tho meanwhile one can only 
look on with great mietrust, ai>d perhaps 
horror, of tho perhaps nob distant future. 
Will tho human raco dotorloruto and be- 
oomn like tho Indiana onoo moro — moro 
ijatural and leva urtiljciul? Doubtloaa a 
revolution is continually going on — to what?

It ix known that sheep continue to 
be takrn at intervals from the uninhabited 
parts of Saturna Island in the direction of 
I'jist Point. Only tho other day a houae 
on South Ponder Island was broken into, 
and even iron platea torn off tho roof. These 
are some things that aro known, and the 
proportion cf the known to the unknown in 
the matter of stock thefts ia probably small.

oiUora to fall, they have no remedy that 
gives them the least hope of a care. They 
have tried amending the Manloipalitlea Aot 
until they are weary. (Tho amendments 
to that law have not made City Counoila 
more efSoIent or oaiued My vblUa improve- 
ment In 'the management of the olty'a af- 
fairs. Some oltlzans, despairing of improve- 
ment under tho present state of things, have 
coma to tho conclusion that Commlaaioners 
would manage the oity'ubuslnoas hotter than 
the City CouDoils, aa at present constituted, 
and It I* to pot them in a poaltloa to try this 
experiment that the Government of Cities 
bill baa been framed. Bat np sooner does 
tho Times hour of the nieaaure than it seta 
up a fearful hullabaloo and deolares that the 
oitizone shall not be allowed the chknoe of 
getting the kind of government they want. It 
stigofiatlKM those who want the oity to bo 
better and more efiSoiently governed aa a set 
of soreheada, and protests in the isosb violent 
way against their being allowed to aubnnit 
tho achemo of government of which they 
approve to their fellow-oitlzana for adop- 
tion or rojeotion. This, it appears to us, 
is moat antooratio. If the limea haa as 
great a reapeot for the will of the majority 
as it profeaaea to entertain, it would say 
immediately, " Find out whether or nob a 
majority of tho electors are in favor of gov- 
ernment by Commisaion, and if it turns out 
ilikt cbny arc, we will, as in duty bound, 
bow to the will of the majority." Bat in- 
stead of taking tbia liberal and reasonable 
courao, it flics into a rage and tells the citi- 
/.ana in ofTcot that they shall never be 
allowed tho opportunity of mailing such a 
ohoioo. It ia against tho change, it denounc- 
oa all who favor ib, and it makes a bogey of 
the measure in the hope, apparently, of get- 
ting up a aoare and atopping the passage of 
a moaauro which is to do nothing more than 
to give the citizens a ohance to get a form 
of oity government which they consider 
better than they have ab proaent. If the 
majority do not want that new form it wil' 
be rejeoted,aDd no harm will be done; if they 
do want it, they have a right to get it.

SORBBOHING NOT RBASONINQ. 

The artiolo in Monday evening's Times 
headed " Drumhead Legislation" might be 
taken aa an ezoellent apeoimen of the hya- 
terioal atyle of newspaper writing. The 
writer of it doea not make the alighteat at- 
tempt to reaion. Ha evidently expeota to 
make an impreaalon by working on the sus- 
picions and the fears of his readers, 

" Tho intention of the hill," he says, " is 
clear and neither plausibility nor Sophia try can 
leaaen or obacure the odium which aur- 
rounds it. It ia a direct and manifoat vio- 
lation Of the principIoB of solf-KOvern- 
ment, ond should it become law will 
made the vehicle for riding roughshod 
over the rights of the community. What 
the ultimato deeigna of tho Attorney-General 
may be, we are almost afraid to surmise 
since Ills preoiona bill will broaden the 
avenues for almost every apeoiea of politioal 
crime." 

Here we have a handle of the atrangeab 
kind of auertiona wlthoat the slightest 
attempt to (how that even the mildest of 
them is founded on fiiob and anpported by 
reason. ^Ve find it hard to believe that 
there ia anyone in thia city ao fooliah aa 
(0 bte moved by acreeohing of this kind, for it 
la really nothing better. Properly oontldered 
the article is a. direct insolt to the Intel' 
ligenoe of the oltizena of Victoria, for It ai 
iumea that they will condemn a measure 
merely beonse ib suita the purposes of the 
Times to raise an outory agalnab it which 
has no more aanae in it than tho inarticaiate 
screams of an angry idiot. 

And what is all the screaming and raving 
abont ? < Simply aboat a meaanre whioh 
gives the eleotors of Victoria and the other 
oitiea of the Province the opportunity, when 
they see fit, to make a change in the way in 
which tho affairs of their reapoctive cities 
are managed. The whole baalnoas is lef o 
in the hands of the eleotors themselves. 
It ia the eleotors who are to petition for the 
change, and ib is the electors who are by 
their votes at tho polls to decide whether or 
not any change ia to be made. Without 
tho Tvill of Ihii nitizona, fairly and formally 
expreaaed, no uhango whatever can be made 
in the government of any city. Does this 
look like taking from the oltizena the power 
of Belf-govefnment ? Is there anything 
*' antocratic " in this? If tho citizsna aay 
that they aro aatiaSed with thinga aa they 
are and that they do not want any change, 
no chonge can be made. Everything do 
pends upon their will and pleasure. 
What, then, ia there to oomplain of ! Is thia 
" loresling from the people their munioipal 
privilegoa " ? When the Times aaya ib is, 
it ia not only aaaorting what ia flagrantly un- 
true, but whao ia utterly senaeloaa. When 
some citizen who ia tired of attempting to 
do a difBoalb piece of work tays to his 
neighbor, " I find that I do not make satis- 
factory headway with this job; will you 
lend me a hand ? " can that neighbor be ao- 
enusd of wresting the work out of the hands 
of the wearied and diaguatcd citizen? No 
one but a foci would imagine sncli a thing 
And it is to put the citizens in a position 
yolnntarily to oall in the aid of the Ad- 
mittiatration of tho day to manege their 
oivio affairs for a time that the Government 
of CItiea bill haa been aabmitted to the 
Legislature. 

At present, no matter how much tho rate- 
payers may bo disappointed and disgusted 
with the forking of City Connotla, and no 
matter into how<niiaer»bIe a oonditlon the 
affaire - of their oity may be allowed by the

The Fariah Conooila electiooa in England, 
which took place on the 16th of laat month, 

attracted much attention. They wore the 
firat elections of the kind that were ever 
held in the country. Many of the parishes 
form very small oonatieaenolea, and a large 
number of the eleotora were altogether In- 
experienced hi the praotloal working of re- 
presentative inf^Ifrattona. The candidates 
were of all ranks and of both sexea. The 
Duke of Grafton was chairman of the 
Pariah Council of Potteribury and the 
Countess of Warwick was elected a Parish 
Councillor. A Baptist minister headed the 
poll at Brampton and two Chnroh of 
England clergymen were also elected. 
Three ladies were elected in Openshaw 
townahip aa Independent Labor candidates. 
At one place in Cornwall a farmer and his 
wife were elected by an equal number of 
votes. In that county, it Is said, the inter- 
est in the eleotiona waa kean and ladiea were 
o&ndidatea for seata in many pariahes. The 
wife of the rector of Lanlveb was at the head 
of the poll as a district councillor, and, gen- 
erally, lady candidates were successful. 
Among tho members elected aro village 
tradesmen, farmers, market gardeners, agri- 
oultaral laborers, " gentlemen," olergymeo, 
bailiffs, lioenaedviotnallers, and landowners. 
So the reader sees the range of representa- 
tives waa almoat as wide as society itself. 
Tho English parish coanciia appear to be aa 
truly democratic aa any representative 
bodies in the world. 

The oandidatea were claaaified as *' Moder- 
atea " and " Progreaalvea." In London, to 
tho surprise of very many, particularly the 
Radiools, the Moderates, who wore sup- 
ported by the Conservative organizations, 
were in a majority. In tho London County 
Council elections, held nob long ago, 
it will be remembered the Progreaalvea 
carried all before them. The Weatminate^ 
Gazette says : " There is no disguising the 
fact that the vestry returns so far wear t 
very ugly look. Wo imagine, indeed, that 
some Progreaaive County Counoillora nnuat 
have read them this morning with anything 
but aatiafaction. The number of vestries 
correspond ronghly to the number of County 
Council constituencies, and tho brief result 
ia that wlioroaa tho Progreaalvea ore in 
nearly tho proportion of three to one on the 
City Council, tho Moderates are in tho pro- 
portion of three to two on the vestries." 

These eleetiona show to a certain extent 
the atate of public opinion in Eegland, and 
the reauit is oonaidered on the whole en- 
couraging to the Conservative party.

own belated advancement. 

Citizens engaged In buainesa that may he 
promoted by violation of oity brdlnancea re- 
garding trespass upon the sidewalks have 
been permitted to violate the law upon pay- 
menb of blackmail to policemen, who have 
ultimately conveyed the proceeds of thia al- 
linnoo with outlawry to Captaina, Inapto- 
tors, and who knowa how much higher ? 

Citizcna with regularly iaaued permits to 
U-mporarily obatruot podeatrlan travel dur- 
ing building operatiooa have be^n harriod 
by urreet and poraocution into tho payment 
of blackmail to policomon. 

With one or two exopptiona that aro hon- 
orable all tho policemen from the inapeotor- 
ate downword have either liod brazenly in 
atupid oonsonanco or broken down in pres- 
ence of proof that would end their days in 
prison. 

Liquor dealers havo boon encouraged not 
only by the payment cf blackmuil to police- 
men, but by u gruduiitcd system of tribute to 
Tammany Hall, to violate law whenever it 
was profitable. 

Vice and orimo in garlj moro horrifying 
yet, in the guiae of infant murder, have 
been encouraged, nay prospered, by men 
who havo tho right to call themselves 
Judges and have tho power of roatraint of 
liberty over tho people. 

The widow and the orphan, torn from 
eaoh other, havo boon made aourcea of in- 
famous revenue by policomon. Citizona of 
high and low catate have been boaten and 
battered — who knows bow many have been 
murdered t— to gratify the luata of police- 
men high in office, for revenge aometimea, 
for profit of toner. 

And, most shooklBg, moat dtscoaraging, 
moab hopeleai of all these discloanrea — the 
People of New York have endured all this 
oppreasion, all theae wrongs, all these bar- 
barities at the handa of the police, their 
aervanta, for at Isaac ten yeara without an 
audible murmur, until a clergyman aounded 
an alarm and OAlled them to their own de- 
fence ! 

If New York had boon governed by a 
Commission tho police force would not havo 
boon allowed to tyrannize over tho citizens 
and to foster vice ia the way they did.

W'o ore conac(|uontly 
making inurciiaod effuria to build up our 
tradu with Cinada, and luivo catabliahed 
branohea ati Winnipeg and Victoria to facili- 
tate buaineaa with that country. Tho ro- 
ceipta of ahoep pelts are large, but thoy are 
lower, particularly dry, line-woolod terrl- 
tiVry pelts. The receip a of hidea are largo, 
as is oxpectud during the firat part of the 
winter. For aomo timo there haa been an 
improved demand, and wo havo orders 
ahead. This year the improvement ia some- 
thing unuaual ; in faot, green aaltod hides 
and oalf are the only really active articles 
wo quote at tho present timo. Wo are re- 
ceiving a great many furs. The continued 
warm weather all over the country baa in- 
torferod with the aaln of manufactured 
goods, while on the other hand it has been 
very favorable for trapping, consequently 
tho rocolpte of mink, muskrat, racoon and 
ekun'f are very much in excess of tbe de- 
mand. We have reduced our prioea some- 
what oh mink, raccoon, akuok and wolf, and 
heavily on muskrat..^ '£bere ia no uae ahip- 
pingthem nnleas at present iow prices. , Wo 
are very anxious to increase our collection 
of bear, Saber, silver, cross and red fox and 
marten, and will at all times pay the out- 
aide market prioea. Our collection of 
Northern and Canadian furs is very largo, 
and wo have an outlet whioh allows ua to 
pay higher prices than partiea Eiet of hero, 
Tho aggregate of tho reuoipta of tallow and 
greiiBo ia quite largo. Tho market ia o great 
deal lower than in Ootobur, but at tho pres- 
ent rodaced prioea we havo a demand for all 
rrcoipta. There haa been a decline of about 
20c. ft lb, in ginaeng. The reooipte of woqj 
are light. Thero doea not aeem to be any 
prospect of improvement, but at present 
prlcea wo believe that furmera can make 
mouey raising wool and mutton.

The o^e of Matt. Madson, charged with 
arson, waa continued In tbe olty police court 
yeaterday, Maglatrate Macrae preaiding 
and Mr, P. S. Lampmnn defending tho ao 
onaed. Only two witneasea were examined 
—Mr. J. K. Smith and his wife— and tho 
hearing was enlarged until this morning. 
The first day's evidence dealt chiefly with 
the tbreata made by the prisoner ; on those 
tho proseoutlon mainly rely for a conviction. 

Mr. Smith In his Information charges that 
the prisoner. Matt. Madaon, on tbe 3rd Inat. 
set fire to his roaidenco on Haugbton street, 
the building and contents being entirely do- 
atroyed. 

On tbe night of the 2Qd Inst. , Mr. Smith 
explained in the witness box, thero were with 
him in the bouse his wife, Miss Marwiokand 
the child. Ha retired early and his wife 
followed him [at about u quarter to nine. 
Mrs. Smith waa nervous and wakeful and 
soon aftet she had come to bed aho awoke 
her husband to toll him that aho beard a 
voico in tho back part of the houae to- 
eethor with the noiao of cddb rattling. 
Ho liatenod, but hearing nothing quieted 
her foara by tolling her that it must bo tho 
c»t. Both Boon after fell aaleep, and at 
aliout midnight Mra, Smith again awoke 
hini. 

" Wako up quick. Jack," aho said, " tho 
house is on fire !" 

Jumping out of bed he ran to tho kitchen 
door and opened it. A wail of firo mot him, 
driven into tho house from the woodshed 
and consorvatory by the strong wind then 
blowing. Shutting tho door with dilliculty 
he then devoted himself to aeeing aafely out 
of doors hia wife, tho obild and Miss Mar- 
wick, who escaped in their night olotbos 
into a blinding snow storm. Afierwarda he 
returned with the neighbora and aaved what 
few household articles could be rescued 
from tho front portion of the house ; the 
building waa totally deatroyed and there 
waa no Insurance. The firemen were on the 
scane within twenty minutes of hia waking, 
but in the abaenoe of a water supply could 
do nothing. 

" I did not see the aooident on the 2ad 
instant," the proaecntor continued. " We 
were married on Now Year's eve. The next 
afternoon the acoused called ; my wife told 
him I waa th ond be went away. About 
throe wceka before our marriage tbe acoused 
c»mo to tho houae one foropoori at about 11 
o'clock, when I happened to bo present. Ho 
waa drunk and waa in the kitchen quarrel- 
ling with Mrs. Hunter, who is now my 
wife. I showed him to the door and kicked 
hini out. He said, 

'Smith, you , I'll kill you for 

thiB. You'll never live in this houso, let me 
tell you that.' 

" I told him then to loavo or there would 
bo trouble. I advanced toward him and he 
ran away. 

"After that he called almost every night, 
tapping at the windows and oalling softly to 
my wife. Once I heard his voice outside the 
window. He said, 

"' Smith, got out of this houie. You'll 
never live In this house. I'll fix you.' 

Then when I went to the door be was 
gone in tbe darkness, Tbe bouBO. is tho 
property of my wife." 

Mrs. Smith, who took the box on tho con- 
clusion of her husband's cross-examination, 
Biid that she bad known tho accused about 
three years and a half. She had bad bim 
rooming at her houae for a month or ao and 
ha bad on numerous oooasions asked her to 
marry him. She gave testimony corrobora- 
tive of ber husband's in regard to the Inoi- 
dents of tho night of the fire, and proceeded : 
' Tbe day of my marriage to Mr. Smith I 
saw tho acOQSed at about 8 p ns. I bad 
gone to tbe well for water and he came 
aliding out of a dark place near the wood- 
ahod —I became frightened. He took tbe 
bucket out of my hand and opened tbe door 
of tho well, protending to be drawing water 
for me. He asked mo to break with my 
liuabaiid ond co with him, and when I re- 
fused and told him to go home, he leaned 
over until hia body waa disappearing down 
the well. I seized hia coat and pulled him 
back, not wanting him to drown bimaelf In 
tho well. About twenty minutes late ber 
came tapping at tho window ns he had been 
doing every night for weoka." 

" ' If you marry any other man but mo I 
will burn your house down over your head,' 
waa a threat ho had made tbreo or four 
times " 

Under cross -isminatlon the witness told 
how I In coal oil cane were stored in the 
woodshed and how ehe had aaid when aha 
awoke her buabund tho firat time that she 
hoard aomeono about the houso and was 
afraid that it was Madson come to do thorn 
Dome miechiof. 

** I waa alwaya afraid that Mudeon would 
set fire to the bouae," she explained, " since 
he had ao often threatened to do so. I was 
never engaged to bim and always feared 
him. Though he aaked me many times to 
marry him I never said yes. I did not 
kisB him at the well that night or offer to 
kiaa bim."

Ia the 
meantime he moved the second reading of 
the bill, in the full ooofidenoe that it will 
meet with the approval of the home and 
prove nf oertain advantage to the province. 
(Applause ) 

Mk Skmi.in opposed the eooond read- 
ing, but congratulated tho government 
upen the detsrmination juab pxprusa 
ad by tho Mlnlator of Finanoa 
to adopt the polioy of eoouomy ao long advu 
catod by tho opposition. He thought that 
tha statoment just mada that the rovonun 
raised within the provinoo has inoroaeod 150 
per oont. within the p»at ton years la tho 
best poasiblo argument against there buinjj 
any necessity f jr going into the money mar- 
kets for furih.rr l^^na. Ho would oppose 
this ono as ho had opposed thoao uskud from 
the houao on two former ocoHSioua. Had 
tho tinancBB of the province boon controlled 
by frugal and wine men during tho p^at ten 
years there would now bo no neoeanity for 
borrowing the contemplated two millions 
The house and the people have been told be 
fore that "this ia probably the very laat 
loan," that in the nature of things burrowing 
must ceaaa became of the rapid increase in 
the rcvdiiuo, but tho heavy intereat charges 
heinx ii cirred aro making more and more 
dia aut 1 ho uoy when tho borrowings must 
cam. II;' hoped lh*t tho prodic'.iou of the 
.Mi lfii'rif Finance aa to uii increase in 
a^i n,i.liurnl population fullowing mining 
(ii vtUnmient will bo ronlizjd, hut ho had 
great doubts in this respect, as in his opin- 
ion tho agricultural sotolers will choose tho 
open lands of tho Nurthwjat Territorica in 
plaoo of the rugged and mountainous re- 
gions of British Columbia. The opposition 
cannot anpporc the bill, beoanas in their 
upmion the government is not coropoaod of 
men of autSolenb wisdom, prudence and 
rconomy bo expend the money wisely. The 
polioy to day atated by the Finanoe Minis 
ter la the reveres of tbe polioy of tbe gov- 
ernment for the paat two yeara, is not tho 
real policy of tho hon. gentlsmeo, and their 
assurance will not bo acuopted by the oppo- 
sition or by the oouatry. He announced 
that there would bene amendment from his 
side of the bouse, so that tbe leader of the 
government need not hold himself In reserve 
for the purposo of antworiog any such 
amendment. 

HoH. Col BAKKKsaid ha understood tha 
leader of the opposition to argue that whilo 
the expenditure oa roads, streets and 
bridges should not bo reduced, nelthar 
should it be made out of loans, but he would 
Ilka to ask them where the money nooeaiary 
for development is to oomo from if the gov- 
ernment is to bo prohibited from borrowing. 
As to the agricultural ponibilitioi, there la 
in one spot alone whioh ho might mention 
no less than threo million acres of first class 
agrlaullural land, which it ia true is not now 
available for aettlement, but only bocauie it 
is not in touch with tho markets. When 
by meana of railirays or wagon roads this 
loc%lity and others have ready communica- 
tion with the oentrea of consuming popula- 
tions, then he hoped there will cease a prac- 
tice that must bo regarded as a disgrace to 
this province —that of importing three- 
foarths of Ita food supply. Ho did not wish, 
boirever, that the erroneous statement 
should go out to the world that this prov- 
inoo has come to the end of ita agrlcnltural 
lands available for aottlement. (AppUnse. ) 

Mb. Swobd argued that when tbe pro- 
paaed two million dollara Is borrowpd, tbe 
amount required to pay interest and sink- 
ing fund On all the loans will exceed ibe 
whole anni of $249,000 to which the aubsi- 
dies from tha Dominion now amount, Aa 
he would lilte to tee soma of tho figures 
oited by the Finanoe Minister lo print, be- 
cause he had doubta aa to their orrectnesa 
and wished to verify them if posaible, ha 
moved the adjoarnment of the debate ntftll 
to morrow. 

Debate acoordlngly adjourned. 

TBI LIEN IIII.I.. 

Hon, Mr. Davie announced that ho had 
drawn np a new measure to take tho place 
of the machanios and laborers bill formerly 
introduced, and the usefulness of whioh bad 
been so impaired by the amendments adopted 
in committee that Inatead of attempting to 
remedy thia on report he had made ap his 
mind to introduce an entirely naw bill. He 
therefore moved the diseharge of tbe order 
for report, and ftaked leave to introducs a 
bill intitnled "An act to make batter pro- 
vision for seonring , tbe payment of money 
due to contraotora and nnrkmon and for 
other parpoaea. Motion agreed to ; bill in- 
troduced and read a first timo.

Tlio house went into committeo on the 
police and spooiil conatabloa bills {Hon. 
ilr. Davie), wl li M»j jr Mutter in the chair. 

Uo.N. Mii Da viK took oooasion to explain, 
in correction of an orroneoua Impression 
whioh Bomehoir has got abroad, that It la 
not tha Intention of tbe government to em- 
ploy any large number of additional con- 
atables. As abown by the eatimatro, pro- 
vision has beea made for only four or 
tivo new men, and the effort of 
tlie grivernment will be, aa atated to day 
by the Finance Minlater, to keep down the 
expense in thia department aa In every other 
ono of tha provincial aorvio. He thought 
it advisable to make this explanation, be- 
cause he haa alniply hseu deluged with ap- 
plications from men who wish to bo em- 
ployed on the foroo — lo snub ap eitont, in 
foci, aa almost to load him to beliovo that 
tho hon. gontlemeu of tho opposition have 
been saying i f this bill, as of that respect- 
ing tho government of cities, that ila prin- 
cipal purposo is to provide biUota for needy 
persona. 

In answer to Mr. Rogers and Mr. Hume, 
who urged that inatead of being chosen 
from tfie central placBS tho conatablca 
ahonld bo appointed from tho distriots in 
which they are to aerve, Hon. Mr, Davie 
ealil that tho idea is, whenever a. now ap- 
pointment ia nooosaary, to ohooso tho boat 
man available, no matter what part 
of tho provinoe ho then resides in. 
It in desired that the oocstablea 
ohall bo prepared to servo in any or all 
partu of tho provinoo, as oooaalon may 
require, and while It had been urged to-day 
that it would bo a hardship to make a 
married conatablo remove from the district 
where his family reside, be was convinced 
that the fewer consbablea who are married 
the better for the aervloe. The duty of a 
ooustable ia of a peonllai and b»K«rdona 
nature, and like a soldier be abould be able 
to disoharfie that daly without having to 
pause toi oonaider the oonieqaenaea to hia 
wife and obildren, whioh « married con- 
atablo like any other head of a tamlly would 
feel bound to consider. He did not say that 
it is impoaalble for a married constable to 
properly perform tbe duties of hia ofTioo, 
but he thongbb it would ho admitted that it 
is more dealrablo to employ men without

Mk Kitchen moved an amendment pro- 
viding tliat utter a petition hua been pre- 
santtd for "-n "\ e ion uoder the act, tho 
persons euiiiica to vote ut that elcotiou shall 
be those who may rjto for mayor and alder- 
men and not merely those who may vote on 
'money by-lawa, aa proposed in the bill aa in- 
troduced. 

Mil. Cotton objeoted that tho amendment 
would cobtlict with tbe sootion already 
adopted providing that tho petition shall be 
sigued by 15 per oenb. of the property 
OWnnra. 

Ins Cll'MitMAN remarked that he did not 
sea auy uuuliiur, aa the olausoa referred to 
two entirely difTorent muttera. 

Hon. Mk. Davih agreed with tho hon 
member fi-om Vanoouvor (Mr. Cotton) that 
the amendment ia in oonfiiot with the seo- 
tlon already adopted. Ho admitted that 
the qualifloition of those who will be en 
titled to vote in tbe several cities ought to 
be the aaroe, but the alight diiferenoe arises 
irom the faOB that Vancouver and New 
Westminster ore governed by separate 
charters Instead of by the municipal act. 
He m«intaiued, bdwever, that tbe only per 
Bona who can properly vote on the queation 
of a change ot government such as prupoeod, 
acQ tho property owners. None bub them 
are now entitled to vote upon by lawa for 
luuna for improvements; and they ulonu 
have now a voice, therefore, in eay 
log whether Improvements in tho way 
ut sowers, waterworks, electric lights, 
bcIiooIb ami other purposes, requiring loan 
olmll be curried out when proposed by tho 
oounoil. It uhould bo borno in mind that iu 
tho pii'^t tlio property owuera have willingly 
accorded all reasonablo demands by tho 
mayor and council for tiio aanctiou of loan 
by-laws, and auch being tho case he did not 
see why the aamo ratepayers cannot bo trust- 
ed to fairly pronounce upon this proposed 
change in the ayatum. Without tho money 
coming from them tho oitica would aimply 
not be lie to live in. F.nding tho money u 
th< y do, tho ownora may fairly be given tho 
say as to what rhall bo douo with it. Th 
property holders, whether in Victoria, Van- 
couver or Now Weatminstcr, ho repeated 
have never shown thomselvea unreasonable 
or setup their wishes in opposition to thoao 
of tho liouseholdera or othera who do not 
own property, and he thought it now very 
bad taste to auy that tho vote of those prop- 
erty owners ahould bo over. ridden by those 
who have not Kot to find tho money. The 
experience in connootion with the several 
by-laws passed so far in all the oitios, ho 
considered ia in favor of the auppoaition 
that the same claaa of ratepayera will be 
juat aa reasonable with reapeut to the opera 
tion of thia bill. 

Mil Cotton argued that aa at present ib 
does not require a vote of the property own- 
ors to provide the money for police and 
many other pnrposea, tbe rates being made 
by the mayor and eennoil, theia who eleot 
the latter should have a voice In making 
any change in the form of government. He 
thought tha Premier haa been mixing up 
two things — tho general government of 
citioa and tho raising of loaua by by-lawa 
Thorefors the opposition ask that upon the 
proposition oontalnod in tbia bill everyone 
shall havo a vote " and not merely tho 
handful of people who own property.' 

Addresses to a like eflict were mado by 
Meaara. Semlin, Kennedy, Forater, McPhor 
son and Cotton again. 

Ho.v. Mk Davik rose to show that thoro 
ia no foundation for the allegation that the 
ofTect of tho bill will be to deprive the bulk 
of the people of Vancouver and WoBtniln 
stor of the rights possessed at tha present 
timo. He took issue with tnia Btatemont, 
bocauie while upon the appointment of com- 
missioners they will not have occasion to 
vote for aldermen, tho mayor will oontinuo 
to be elected by a voto as little limited as 
before. It does not neceasarlly follow that 
because as many as four c3mm'.saionera may 
be appointed, that whole number will be 
named ; in faot he had thought of moving to 
reduce the number In the bill itaelf. 
Tho bulk of the electors, as al- 
-ready stated, atill having under thia 
bill the right to vote for mayor, the 
number of appointed commiasionera being 
leaaened there will atill be a fair dlvlalon of 
power. 

Mr. McPbebson, after oonaiderable fur- 
ther diaousalon, repeated tbe complaint that 
the government ia seeking by thia measure 
to restrict tbe franohiae and to plaoe the con- 
trol of the oltiea be the banda of a few favor- 
ed persons. He advocated the olalms of 
humanity rather than thoao of property, 
and asked for every man the right to vole. 

Ho.s, Mu. Davik iu reply repeated tho 
aaaertlon that the statoment of tho op- 
poaition that the goveiunient ia Backing to 
ri'Striot tho franchise, to any material ex- 
tent, io t<itally without foundation in faot. 
Taking Victoria, for inatance, he waa in- 
formed that of a total of about ,'i,000 muni- 
cipal voters of all claaeoa, only some 400 or 
500 qualify otherwian than aa ownera of 
property, so that thoro would bo upwards of 
2,,')00 who would havo tho right to Bay wheth- 
er or not tlie bill now under oonaideration 
shall bo applied to tbia city. When, bow- 
over, tho hon. gentlemen opposite 
talk as they do about tbe rights of 
humanity as compared with the rights of 
property, and talk about liberality in the 
franchise, they do not go far enough to be 
consistent. If they would aay that not 
merely ull houaeholdcrs should have votes, 
but that tho property holders and house- 
holdorn' wivos as well, and their 
sons and daughters above thn ago 
of twenty-one yeara, ahould bo accorded the 
franohiio, thoro would bo something in their 
argument, and ho did not know but that ho 
would bo found quite prepared to agree 
with them. That ia tho kind of liberality 
ho believed in, if expansion is to churaoterlze 
tho franchiao. Thia would bo currying out 
tho principle which tho opposition have 
boon advocating, of humanity controlling 
rather than property. Tho gentlemen op- 
jioaito nro themaolvoa roatricting tho fran- 
cliieo by cxoluding tho wives, and sons and 
daughters. Whilo, however, tlio rules 
governing tho munloipal voters' liata are as 
at present, ho felt quite juntlfiod In adhering 
for the purpoaes of thia hill to tho franohiio 
Btuted in It, whereby those who have n real 
permanent atoko In thn clly, and whoso 
property is liable for dobla which may bo 
oontraotod, shall havo tho power to deter- 
mine which tiufhorlzcd form of govornmcnt 
they ehali adopt, and to whom the ex- 
pondituro of tho money they provide shall 
be entrusted. 

The dlaousslon further ooulluued at 
length, Mr. Kitchen's amendment being 
still undisposed of when, on Hon. Mr. 
Davle'a motion, the committee roae and re- 
ported progreas. 

HoH. Mr. luBNKR preaented a return 
showing the nature of the balanooa due on 
lands. 

The house adjourned at 6,55 p m,

Charters Granted by the leeislatnre 
and Those Hoyv Applied 
For. 



TIiouhIi tho niiloago of railway lino con- 
:8tructed during iii this province v/us 
not eat, yet the work done tiras of much 
importance in tho dovolopmont of tho 
country. Thia is piu'ticularly trud in ro- 
f,'«rd to tlio Niiku3p A- Slociui riuhviiy, 
which now gives ii tiesh outlat to tho ore 
from tho fiibulouSly rich mining region of 
tho Slocan. Although but recently com- 
pleted, the lino ia already fully taxed to 
■carry for shipment to the snieltera, tho 
ailvor ores now being taken out in largo 
([uantities from tho tiiinos of tho district. 
Another import >nt pieco of railway com- 
pleted in West Kootonay is tho link on 
tho iSolson & Fort Sheppird, which con- 
nects Five Mile Point with tiio Columbia 
tfc Kootoniiy railway at Nelson. Tho 
Revelstoko & Arrow Lake railway ia now 
in operation as far as Wigwam, on the 
Columbia river, where connection ia made 
with tho Bteamera running on Arrow lake. 
This gives a direct route by rail and 
water between Revelstoko, on the C. 1'. 
P., and Nakusp, tho terminus of tlio 
Nakusp & Slocan. Trains have for tho 
past SIX weeks been running as far as 
Wigwam. Coming nearer home, tho Vic- 
toria & Sidney railway has been cotn- 
pleted now for a number of months and 
trains have been running over it all sum- 
mer. The roadbed is a model piece of 
work, smooth, even and splendidly bal- 
lasted. 

NEW ArPLir.VTIONS. 

Acting on the report of Inspector Con- 
stantine. of the Northwest Mounted 
Police, the Dominion government a few 
weeks ago sent Mr. William Ogilvio to 
survey a route into tho Yukon country by 
W!iy (if the Tuku river. The poasibiUties 
of the triidu with tlio Yukon mining 
country have already led to application 
to the Doniitiion government for a charter 
to build a railway from tho Taku river in 
this province to Lake Teslin in tho 
Yukon. 

There aro at tho present session of tho 
provincial legis'aturo a number of appli- 
cations for power to build new linei. 
Tho Columbia & Kootonay Railway and 
Navigation Company are asking to revive 
the charter for a branch from their main 
line to run north throogh Hhe Slocan 
country and connect with the Nakusp 
& Slocan —construction to conimonce in 
two years and to bo complsted in five. 

Incorporation is also soaght for a rail- 
way to run from tho northeast arm up 
Arrow lako to Trout lako. West 
Kootonay, and for another to run from 
Eaalo to the head of Bear creek. 

The Burrard Inlet & Fraaer Valley 
railway is asking to extend the time for 
construct, on to five years. 

The Red Mountain railway, which has 
a charter to build from tho international 
boundary lino at the right fork of Sheep 
creek to Red mountain and Trail 
crecic mines, asks to be allowed to change 
the gauge from standard to narrow and 
that the time to commence construction 
be extended till April, 1897, completion 
to be two years later.

Delta municipality, to'^ tho city 
of New Weitminster, with a branch lino 
from some point in Delt-* municipality, 
ilirough Surrey, Langley and Matscjui to 
a point near Abbotsford. 

Victoria, Vancouver & Woatmin- 
ster railway— From a ^oint near fiarry 
Point, on the Fraaer river, through the 
municipalities of Richmond, South Van- 
couver and Burnaby to Westminster, 
with a branch to Vancouver.

Fbkdebiok Robinson claimed in tbe pro- 
viuelal polioa aoum yesterday that several 
ohiokens had been stolen from him and were 
in the posaesilon of James Mullen, of High- 
land distrlot, who know they were stolen. 
It is only a few days ago that Robinson 
brought an ansuccossful ohargo against 
Mullen for tbroatonlng language. Both 
cases grow out of domestic troubles, tor it 
came out at the former trial that Robinson's 
wife had loft bim and was residing at Mul- 
len's house. Mra. Robinson yesterday 
proved that the ohiokens belonged to her 
and she bad a perfect right to take them, 
conarquently the magistrate dUmisaed tbe 



In the last isaue of their monthly freight 
and ahipping report, R. P. Rithet & Co., 
Ltd,, say : " The year 1894 has brought 
with it many ohangeg, some onoouraging 
and some the reverse, and ic may be truth- 
fully aald that few are sorry to see its close. 
As compared with the years Immediately 
preceding, bnainess generally has been dull 
and eomewhat limited In extent ; while the 
launching of new enterprises and the exten- 
sion of those already in existence have been 
retarded by the dcpreaaion wliioh this pro- 
vince baa shared in common with the rest of 
the world. Still there is a distinct feolins 
that the worst is past, ond this, with much 
quiet ooniidenoe in the future exproused in 
many diverse quarters, would seem to give 
good oiuae for a belief that better times are 
in store. Of our principal industries, the 
lumber trade hau proved ieaat satis 
factory, demand havlLf^ bten poor aud 
prices uoremuoerativo during the entire 
period under review. The output of coal 
ahows a slight increase on the previous year 
but here again prices have been uneatia 
factory. The salmon run was nDUsnally 
late, and fickle when it did oome. How- 
ever, in the end, a handsome pack was put 
up, and were it not for the stagnation in 
conaumlng maikets, this industry might be 
said to have been sacossafully prosecuted 
The sualakin oalch was somewhat larger 
than l:tet year's and was practically all 
shipped to London, where owing mainly to 
absence of demand a very low range of 
values was established at tbe November 
sales. The returns were deeply diaoppoiut 
ing to sealers, who, however, are meeting the 
crisis with no httio spirit, and the outgoing 
fleet, although numerioally as strong as be 
fore, will bo worked with wholesome 
economy. Ic only remains to note, as of 
general interest, the steady extension of the 
fisheries of the province ; and the vigorous 
opening up of our boundless resoureos in 
minerals — the precious motala and others — 
which bus gone nn in the Kootenay, Cariboo 
and similar distriota during the yoar." 

THE " MISSINO " KLEET. 

A Port Townacnd press dispatch says ; 
All of tlie missing vessola which were cut in 
the Dsocmber gaios have arrived in port 
exoopting tbe ooiliora Keweenaw and Mont- 
aerrat. The last of the overdue sailing ves- 
sels to get into port was the Nioaru^uan 
bark Dominion, which waa thirty-one days 
In making the voyage from San Fracoisco to 
Poget Sound. The captain said that ho ex- 
perienced a continuous succession of heavy 
gales from tho day he passed Golden Gate 
until he was taken in tow of tho tug Dis- 
oovei'y nesr Capo Flattery. By skilful 
management tbe bark anatained but 
little damage. Daring the worat 
part of tbe galea abe waa hove 
to or going before the wind nndar bare 
polea. Oaoe tbe bark waa taken nnaware 
and a full set of sails was blown away. Then 
the main lower iron yard was carried off. 
Tremendous aeaa and gales of wind from all 
parts of the conipaas kept the bark jumping 
about liUe a cookie shell, Tho vesiel had 
boon out 80 long tho supply of water began 
to run short and the crew waa put on half 
allowance. A week ago tbe three masts of 
the revenue cutter Grant were discerned 
above the horizon heading up the Vancouver 
shore. The Dominion lost the whole of one 
day trying to attract tho attention of tho 
cutter, but tho etiart waa fruitless. She 
beaded toward the northeast and soon dip- 
pod her masts from view. Finally she mads 
the Cape and reached Port lownaend aafely. 

MARINK KOTKS, 

Although expecting to leave last even- 
ing, it will probably bo late to-day before 
the ateam schooner Mischief sails for West 
Coast polnta. Tho delay is occasioned by 
the quantity of freight ofTorlng. Tho trip 
is the second of the Misohlel'a monthly 
Weat Coast voyages. On thia as on her last 
voyage she will vlait the Norwegian colony 
at Quataino Sound. 

After a month'a idlenesi in pori, during 
which she received her annual overhauling, 
tho steamer Itkrbara Bosoowitz started for 
tbe North last evening well l&den with 
freight and passengers.
